Just two years ago, relations between 
the and Jamaica were all-time 
low; indeed, now seems safe say that 
organized attempt destabilize the Ja- 
maican government was made during 
1976 with least the tacit approval 
agents the government.

For decades, even centuries, Jamaica 
has been Caribbean playground for 
sun-seekers from the US, Britain and 
Europe. Its economy followed the classic 
model colonial dependency: natural re- 
sources (primarily bauxite, from which 
aluminum made, and sugar) were ex- 
tracted cheaply and sent abroad while 
finished goods and luxury items were im- 
ported from the UK. When indepen- 
dence came 1962 after 400 years 
Jamaica was still far from 
self-reliant, and this day lives prom- 
ises and borrowed money. 

During the first decade indepen- 
dence, the character Jamaica’s econ- 
omy did not change, although statistics 
show that productivity slowly increased. 
Nor did the traditional patterns Ja- 
maica life illiteracy, unemployment, 
low pay for long hours, inequitable land

ington Manley, was trade union leader 
and agitator now revered the father 
Jamaican independence.

Like many future leaders 
Third World governments, attended 
school England, where learned the 
precepts parliamentary socialism pro- 
pounded Harold Laski and others. 

Upon his return Jamaica 1951, 
Manley began rise his father’s Na- 
tional Workers Union, whose name 
helped organize successful strikes against 
Alcan, Canadian bauxite concern, and 
against the Jamaica Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, which fought strikers with tear 
gas and mass arrests. From 1964 1974 
was President the Caribbean Baux- 
ite, Mineworkers and Metal Workers 
Federation.

avoided electoral politics until 1967, 
has put it, ran successfully for 
Parliament the PNP ticket. Two years 
later, succeeded his father leader 
the opposition.

1973, Jamaica exchanged ambassadors 
with its nearest neighbor, Cuba, and be- 
gan expressing support for the Castro 
government. The following year, Man- 
ley announced percent increase 
the tax bauxite exports. 

Relations with the Nixon administra- 
tion began deteriorate almost imme- 
diately. August 1973, the am- 
bassador had recalled after being ac- 
cused attempting bribe Jamaican 
politicians protect the three giant 
American bauxite corporations with 
plants Jamaica (Alcoa, Reynolds and 
Kaiser). Conservative Jamaicans, includ- 
ing the opposition Parliament, charged 
that the country was Commu- 
nist,” and their fear campaign was glee- 
fully aided outsiders with interest 
preserving the Jamaican status quo.

Just before Kissinger’s 
arrival, Manley had received delega- 
tion from Angola’s MPLA, which was 
that time fighting Angolan 
factions; days after Kissinger left, Man- 
ley made strong speech endorsing Cu- 
ba’s aid the MPLA. 

What followed Jamaica was cam- 
paign terrorism and economic warfare 
strikingly similar what had happened 
Chile just few years earlier, right af- 
ter Allende’s election. 

Bauxite companies dismissed workers 
and cut production. Unexplained fires 
broke out Kingston slums. Machine 
guns, never seen the island before, 
were confiscated police. shipload 
poisoned flour caused near-panic some 
areas. Political activists and ordinary citi- 
zens alike were the victims shootings. 
Scare stories the press had, pre- 
dictably, devastating effect tourism, 
which Jamaica depends heavily for 
foreign exchange. Distribution food 
supplies was disrupted. According 
some published reports, there were even 
attempts assassinate Manley.

Three years later, according the 
Globe Spotlight Team series bank- 
ruptcy, Gabriel intervened with the In-

That Kurker had 
cleverly manipulated the bankruptcy sta- 
tutes (laws which Gabriel now respon- 
sible for enforcing) free himself 
approximately $400,000 debts was 
apparently immaterial the then-US 
Attorney. was trying use 
me,” Gabriel told the Globe. don’t 
know.

Turning Point the most enter- 
taining bad movie since The Way 
Were which coincidence, since 
Arthur Laurents wrote them both.

cleverness were crime, Tom Stop- 
pard would probably Public Enemy 
Number One. the very least, his plays

Although the 
similarity between the inhabitants the 
two planets makes The Martian Chron- 
icles easily playable, obliterates the po- 
tential for mystery and exotica inherent 
space adventures.
